1968 open housing law becomes 
fully efiective Thursday, but- 
tressed by a pledge of vigorous 
enforcement from the Depart- 
nunt of Housing and Url>an De- 
velopment. 


On New Year's Day. appro.vi- 
niately 34 million single-family 
humes will be added to the 20 
million a|)artmcnts. multi-fami- 
ly houses, and new sukxiivision 
homes already covered by the 
fir.st two stages of the fair hous- 
ing statute. 


"We intend to demonstrate to 
the people that we really intend 
to enforce the statute." said 
Samuel J. Simmons, assistant 
HUD secretary for equal oppor- 
txmity. 


Simmons pledged HUD in 1970 
would at least double the 16 
"pattern or practice" housing 
discrimination cases referred to 
the Justice Department for pro-

ki 1980. Eight suits 
were subsequently filed.
